I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961, 

During  the  ^'■ear  Dr,  Paley  concluded  his  long  service  v/ith  the  Council  on 
8th  July,  and  Dr,  Coom.bs  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  my  ov/n  experience 
of  this  office  commenced  on  1 st  October. 

My  first  impressions'  are  that  this  is  a healthy  district  in  which  to  live,  and 
the  several  statistics  relating  to  the  Public  Health  during, the  year  bear  this  out, 

I would  thanlc  the  Members  of  this  Council  for  the  help,  encouragement  and 
infomiation  so  freely  given  from  time  to  time.  This  was  particularly  valuable  to 
me  initially  and  has  continued  to  be  so. 

Local  Industries 

These  are  mainly  concerned  vath  agriculture,  but  the  factory  operated  by 
Messrs.  Glaxo '' Lab  orator  ies  Limited,  in  Harmire  Road,  which  manufactures  antibiotics 
and  vitamins  by  fermentation  processed  and  handles  antibiotics  in  bulk  filling, 
packing  and  despatch,  affords  employment  for  a large  number  of  persons  resident  in 
the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  The  total  number  of  persons  employed  at  this  factory 
at  the  end  of  the  year  v/as  682, 


Water  Supply 

The  vs. ter  supply  for  domestic  and  other  purposes  v/as  v/ell  m.aintained  throughout 
the  year  from  the  Council’s  springs  supply  augmented  as  required  during  droughty' 
periods  or  emergency  by  metered  water  from  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water 
•Board  mains,  ” _ . 

The  combined  supplies  resulted  in  satisfactory  pressures  being  maintained  in 
the  higher  areas  of  the  tov/n. 

Negotiations  between  the  Council  and  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  V/ater  Board 
regarding  regrouping  of  vsiter  undertakings  in  accordance  vd.th  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government’s  circular  proceeded  during  the  year  and  reached  a satisfactory 
conclusion. 

The  Council  agreed  that  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  V/ater  Board  take  over  the 
Council's  water  undertaking  on  1st  April,  1962. 

Refuse  Tiio 

The  tipping  of  refuse  on  approximately  three  quarters  of  an  acre  of  land  fairly 
neatr  to  the  highv/ay  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  area  was  covered  with  a_  layer 
of  soil  and  sovvn  v/ith  grass  seed  and  fenced  off  for  grazing. 

Tipping  proceeds  in  a north  westerly  direction  resulting  in  the  tipping  face 
becoming  further  removed  from" the  highway. 

As  soon  as  areas  of  the  tip  are  filled,  the  resulting  land  east  of  the  tipping 
face  is  from  time  to  time  covered  with  earth,  seeded  and  the  grazing  area  extended. 

Land  to  the  v/est  of  the  tip  not  yet  required  for  tipping  purposes  is  let 
annually  for  grazing.

■ A report  on  the  enlargement  of  the  Sev/age  Yforks,  prepared  hy  the  Council’s 
Consultating  Engineers  , v/hich  in  addition  to  making  provision  for  the  toYm’s 
estimated  future  requirements,  also  provided  for  accepting  drainage  from  houses 
in  Darlington  Road  in  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District ■ area  and  also  the  sewage 
from  the  village  of  Startforth  in  the  Rural  District  of  Startforth. 

During  the  year,  information  was  received  from  the  Startforth  Rural  District 
Council  that  the  Ministry  has  agreed  for  them  to  proceed  Yath  their  ov/n  scheme 
for  sev/erage  and  sev/age  disposal  for  the  village  of  Startforth. 

It  would  not,  therefore,  be  necessary  for  the  Barnard  Castle  Urban  District

on  an  amended  scheme  excluding  any  discharge  or  treatment  of  sev^age  from  the

B.  C,  G.  VACCn^ATION. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  continued  the  scheme  for  vaccination  v/ith 
B.C.G.  vaccine  of  certain  categories  of  schoolchildren.  This  vaccine  has  been  used  for 
some  years  as  a preventive  against  tuberculosis  and  it  has  been  found  that  a high 
proportion  of  those  vaccinated  receive  protection  for  a period  of  at  least  5 years. 

The  procedure  is  to  administer  a preliminary  skin  test,  and  those  found  to  be  negative 
to  the  test  are  then  inoculated,  provided  there  are  no  current  contra-indications. 

The  children  eligible  for  vaccination  are  those  aged  12  years  and  upwards  v/ho 
are  still  at  school.

work 'is  carried  out  for  the  County  Council  in  administrative  and  clinical  duties.

Convalescent  Holiday  Home  for  patients  from  hospitals  in  the  County  of  Durham, 
North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  and  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle -on -Tyne,

Home  Nursing 

Under  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  Local  Health 
Authorities  became  responsible  for  the  provision  of  a Home  Nursing  Se2rvice  as 
from  5th  July,  1948,  The  agreement  concluded  with  the  Durham  County  Nursing 
Association,  w'hereby  the  Durham  County  Council  delegated  this  aspect  of  their 
functions  to  the  Association,  ceased  to  exist  on  1st  April,  1954,  and  the  County 
Council  took  over  direct  administration  from  this  date. 

Direct  control  was  also  assumed  by  the  County  Council  of  the  arrangements 
made  for  the  provision  of  a domiciliary  midwife  service. 

Both  services  are  available  free  of  charge. 
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Services  are  provided  for  this  area  by  tv/o  District  Nurse  Midwives  resident 
in  the  tov;n.
